NASA officials have recognized a need for a readily available document pre- 
senting an overview of the domestic non- Federal oceanographic community 
which would facilitate both the identification of, and follow-on contacts 
with individuals and/or organizations within this heterogeneous community. 
This document has been developed to meet this need. It identifies, as 
ccmpletely as possible, the users and potential users of oceanographic 
data or marine environmental information derived from satellite remote 
sensor data. 

The document was prepared by Dr. Martin A. Swetnick, Consultant to the 
OAO Corporation under contract NASW 3358.

INTRODUCTION 


The definition, planning and implementation of future oceanographic satel- 
lite missions requires a close working relationship between NASA, NOAA, 
and individuals and/or organizations within the non- Federal oceanographic 
community. This relationship provides the information exchange needed to 
establish user requirements and priorities for marine data or environmental 
information. However, a clear understanding of the composition of the 
non- Federal oceanographic community is needed if the scientific interest 
and operational needs of this heterogenous group are to be satisfied. 

This document gives an overview of a portion of the broad 
domestic non- Federal oceanographic community that represents a future 
potential market for satellite remote sensor derived oceanographic data 
and/or marine enviornmental information. The overview consists of listings 
of individuals and/or organizations who have used, or are likely to be 
possible users of such data or information for scientific research, off- 
shore engineering purposes, marine resources exploration and utilization, 
marine related operational applications, or coastal zone management. 

Inputs to the lists were obtained from a variety of source material and 
reference documents, as well as from meetings or telephone converstations 
with representatives of trade associations, professional societies, and 
federal agencies. When definitive information on specific activities or 
interests of an individual and/or an organization came to light, it was 
incorporated into the listing as a brief annotated descriptor. The 
source material and documents that proved useful are identified in the 
Appendix. 



DOCUMENT FORMAT 


The directory is in two sections. The first section contains separate 
listings for key sectors of the non- Federal oceanographic community in 
terms of major marine related activities of concern to the constituents 
of these sectors. The ordering of the listings in this section is given 
in Table 1. The other section contains separate listings for major mar- 
ine related activities or interests categorized by the sectors that are 
concerned with these activities. The ordering of these lists is given in 
Table 2. 

The user of this directory will find the pages for each listing category 
captioned at the upper right of each page. Pages are not numbered. This 
is to allow the user to revise, delete, or add items to the listing cate- 
gories without having to go to the bother of changing page numbers.
